GRANT'S REVELATIONS ABOUT KAN COodK. 

When Dr. Fowler’s interview with Gen. 
Grant was first published, the Democratic 
newspapers and oracles, conscious of the 
destructive force the revelation would exert 
over the campaign, undertook to discredit its 
authenticity by abusing and belittling Dr, 
Fowler. But Gen. Grant himself, with the 
purpose of correcting some slight inaccura- 
cies in the recital, has since confirmed every 
essential fact in the printed interview.

Legislature was $4,000,000, instead 
of $7,000,000 as reported by Dr. Fowler, and 
the fee to be paid Reverdy Johnson and other 
lawyers for securing the reinstatement of the 
corrupt Levee Commissioners whom Sheridan 
had removed was $25,000, Instead of $250,000 
as the types first made it read. But the sub- 
stance of the original statement remains, 
strengthened by a confirmation from Gen, 
Grant of its truth. Indeed, it appears that 
Gen. Grant intended of his own motion, and

The substance of this statement fs, that a 
corrupt ring of Louisiana Democrats had 
been formed in New Orleans to rob the State: 
that Gen. Sheridan had exercised his power, 
as head of the Military Department by virtue 
of the power conferred on his office by Con- 
gress, to remove the guilty officials who were 
engaged in the scheme of robbery; that An- 
drew Johnson, Acting President, then re- 
moved Sheridan for doing it; that Gen. Grant 
fully explained to Johnson the motives that 
governed Sheridan in his course ; that, never- 
theless, Johnson selectea Hancoek to send to 
New Orleans to do his bidding and play into 
the hands of the levee thieves; that Hancock 
subsequently endeavored to restore the cor- 
rupt ring to power; that Gen. Grant, exercis- 
ing an authority which Congress had con- 
ferred upon him, prohibited Hancock from 
restoring the robber ring to office; and that, 
thereupon, Hancock applied to be relieved” 
from the command, giving as a reason that 
his “* usefulness was destroyed.” Al! ofthis 
report of Dr. Fowler Gen. Grant does not 
deny, but indeed explicitly reaffirms. 

Gen. Grant’s statement gives a new signifi- 
cance to Hancock’s. Administration at New 
Orleans. It has been supposed heretofore 
that Andy Johnson sent Hancock to New 
Orleans merely with the general design to 
secure a “my policy” facile doughface 
agent in counteracting and nullifying the 
Reconstruction acts. It now appears that 
there was not merely a pro-slavery political 
purpose in the removal of Sheridan and the 
appointment of the doughface Hancock, but 
a desire to sustain and facilitate a fruudulent 
and corrupt scheme for plundering the State 
of Louisiana. If it does not yet appear in 
the evidence that Hancock had direct per- 
sonal knowledge of this scheme, it does ap- 
pear that President Johnson was informed 
of it; that he selected Hancock and sent him 
to New Orleans to restore the corruptionists ; 
that Hancock endeavored to do precisely 
what Johnson and the corruptionists wanted 
done; that the triumph of the ring was only 
defeated by the personal interference of 


Gen. Grant; and that cue serve John- 
son and the ring induced I x to 
be “relieved.” There is a K al co tion 


between Gen. Hancock and the New Orleans 
scheme of plunder which cannot de obliter- 
ated nor explained away. 

The ring of officeholders whom Sheridan 
removed had $4,000,000 of State bonds to 
manipulate. They were restrained by the 
act ofthe Legislature, which required that 
the bonds should not be sold at less than 80 
cents on the dollar. They devised a scheme 
to evade the law, and proposed te “ hypothe- 
cate” or spout these bonds at 85 cents on the 
dollar. They would thus have swindled the 
people of Louisiana out of $1,800,000, receiv- 
ing that much less for the bonds than the law 
authorized, and they would have secured 
possession of $1,400,000 of pubiic money sub- 
ject to their own control and to be expended 
and divided as they pleased. It was clear 
robbery.

THE CENSUS OF THE ZARTH FOR 1880. 

Me sears. Behm, of Gotha, and Waaner, of 
Göttingen, who have charge of the area and 
populations of the earth, and every two years 
furnish its people with authoritative infor- 
mation, which has come to be the universal- 
ly accepted statistical standard of the world’s 
progress, have just published the sixth issue 
of their valuable biennial, Die Bevölkerung 
per Erde.“ It contains an almost bewilder- 
ing mass Of Statistics from every part of 
the earth’s surface, even to the uttermost 
isles of the sea and “the lands of the 
anthropophagli.” 

The piles, and tables, and columns of 
figures in this work are anything but dry, 
While not as fascinating as a novel, they are 
abundant in interest, and this year more 
than ordinarily 80, because great changes 
have been made in the areas of countries; 
and also because their computations go to 
disprove the old theory that for every person 
who comes into the world one goes out, 
which would keep the population stationary, 
On the other hand, the balancing of the 
bapks shows that the number coming in 
exceeds those gom to the land where 
censuses are never taken, and that in nine- 
teen months the pepulation has increased 
16,778,200. The aggregate populations of the 
great divisions of the earth are as follows: 


Europe, 315,929,000; Asia, 834,707,000; Africa, 


205,670,000; America, 95,495,500; Australia 
and Polynesia, 4,031,000; Polar Regions, 82,- 
000; total, 1,455,928,500. The vast density of 
the population of Asia is shown by the fact 
that it exceeds the population of the rest of 
the globe by 218,480,500 according to these 
figures. It is always to be taken into ac- 
count, however, that no census of China 
has been taken for centuries, Messrs. Behm 
and Wagner give its population at 454,626,500, 
which would be almost one-half the popula- 
tion of Asia, and almost one-thira of the pop- 
ulation of the earth. Some authorities 
think this estimate of the population of Chi- 
na is too high, and others that it is much too 
low. But reduee the population of China 
one-half, and Asia is still superior to the rest 
of the earth in population. 

The population @f the principal countries 
in Europe is set down as follows: Germany, 
43,045,834; Austria, 22,176,745; Hungary, 15. 
506,715; Switzerland, 2,792,264; Belgium, 5,- 
476,668; Netherlands, 3,981,887; Denmark, 
2,070,400; Sweden, 4,581,863; Norway, 1,814,- 
858: Great Britain, $4,517,000; France, 36,905,- 
788; Spain, 16,605,860; Portugal, 4,745,124; 
Italy, 28,200,480; Turkey in Europe and Asia 
(subject to changes), 25,180,000; Russia in 
Europe and Asia, 87,959,000, of which Russia 
in Europe contains 65,864,910, Greece is set 
down at 1,702,356, which does not include the 
territory in and Epirus which is 
elaimed by her. populations of the 
countries in the Balkan Peninsula have been 
affected by the Berlin Treaty, and it is very 


difficult, therefore, to arrive at exact figures. 


Calculating’ from the estimates of native 
statisticians and the figures of the Austrian 
staff maps, Messrs. Behm and Wagner place 
Roumania at 5,876,000, Servia at 1,353,890, and 
Montenegro at 280,000, 

Turning to Asia, the Turcomans of Cen- 
tral Asia are estimated at 1,100,000. Other 
countries are given as follows: bokhara, 
2,130,000; Arabia, 5,000,000; Persia, 7,000,000; 
Afghanistan, 4,000,000; Beloochistan, 850,000; 
China, 434,626,500; Japan, 34,338,504; Ceylon, 
2,755,557; India (English, French, and Portu- 
guese possessions), 241,023,868; the Indo- 
Chinese Peninsula, 96,083,000; East India 
Islands, 34,813,000. The leading populations 
in Africa are: Egypt, 17,420,000; Central 
Soudan, 31,770,000; West Soudan and Upper 
Guinea, 48,600,000; North Equatorial Re- 
gions, 27,000,000; South Equatorial Regions, 
20,000,000; Independent South Africa, 18, 
286,350. 

We finally come to America, In which our 
readers will be most directly interested. The 
vast territory of British Nerth America, with 
an area almost as large as the United States, 
has but 8,899,470 inhabitants. Mexico reaches 
9,485,600. The census returns of the United 
States for 1880 were not at hand, of 
course, but Behm and Wagner estimate 
it at 48,500,000, which will, we think, 
be found too small. The Central Amer- 
ican States foot up 2,759,200 and the West 
Indies 4,412,700. The South American 
States show the following figures: Gulana. 
$45,800; Venezuela, 1,784,197; United States 
of Colombia, 3,000,000; Ecuador, 1,146,000; 
Peru, 3,050,000; Chili, 2,400,000; Argentine 
Republic, 3,051,706; Uruguay, 440,000; Para- 
guay, 208,844; Brazil, 11,108,201. The Polar 
Regions are largely a matter of conjecture, 
as they are not favorit districts for census- 
takers. The only regions where a census 
would be practicable are Greenland with 10,000 
people and Iceland with 72,000, but the entire 
region about the Arctic Circle is set down at 
8,859,400, The South Polar Regions are not 
credited with any number at all, as at last 
accounts there was no one there. 

Of course, nearly all the figures above 
must be considered as estimates, since more 
than one-half the world is outside the juris- 
diction of census-takers, and cares very little 
how many peopie inhabit it. Still the work 
of Behm and Wagner is the only trustworthy 
statement we have, and as it comes from two 
of the most eminent of geographers, who 
devote their lives to their profession, and 
who have the latest official data at hand, their 
figures may be regarded as approximately 
correct. It is an evidence of the thoroughness 
of their analyses that the seattered frag- 
ments of our own census which have 
reached them, not official, they reject alto- 
gether and wait for the official statement, be- 
cause the returns from the South bear evi- 
dence of foul play. This objection would go 
to show that, with true German literginess 
and fidelity of research, they do not use their 
imaginative powers in estimating popula- 
tion, but employ the most scientific methods. 
Taken altogether, their aggregate is cheér- 
ful, as showing that Mother Earth is by no 
means sterile yet, and that the Scriptural 
command to multiply and replenish is so 
faithfully observed that wars and pestilence, 
and casualties and the inevitable laws of 
Nature themselves, cannot obstruct human 
effort—excent in St. Louis. Messrs. Behm 
and Wagner in their great work nowhere 
allude to that city, though it would be ex- 
ceedingly curious to khow what these model 
census-takers would think of the peculiar 
methods of census-taking practiced there.

This is another illustration of the gradual 
inerease of the direct trade between this Re- 
public and those countries of Europe which 
purchase our breadstuffs. Formerly, Amer- 
ican breadstuffs were carried to Liverpool 
and thence distributed to France, Germany, 
Holland, Belgium, and the other European 
States, but of late years this trade has been 
growing more direct. Less than half of that 
now exported to Europe finds its way to 
British markets, French merchants now buy 
directly in Chicago, and here most of the 
purchases are made for other ports on the 
Continent. The result of this will be that 
the British ports eventually will cease to be 
the market for Europeen purchases of grain, 
and that the market prices will be fixed at 


this end of the line.

Nor only do all the circumstances of the 
ease connect Gen. Hancock with the corrupt 
bond swindle exposed by Gen. Grant, but 
there is also evident a motive which accounts 
sufficiently for Hancock’s willingness to 
serve the Louisiana Ring.

THE DEATH OF OFFENBACH. 

Jacques Offenbach, the best known of the 
three representative composers of opera bouffe, 
is dead. Hervé and Lecocg remain. There is a 
popular notion that Offenbach was the creator 
of this fippant school of music, but this is an 
error. Hervé was the real founder, and brought 
out his earlier works, which were in oue act, in 
little cafe concert balls. They were full of 
drollery, bizarre scenes, and rollicking music, 
and the bretti were suggestive and humorous. 
They soon became the rage, and all Paris heard 
them with acclaini. His succes’ brought Offen- 
bach into the field, and later Lecoeq: Hervé did 
not write his larger works, like L'C£il Crevé,”’ 
“ Chilperic,”’ and Le Petit Faust.“ until Offen- 
bach had thoroughly seized upon and developed 
his ideas, and the schoolof opera bouffe was 
permanently established. In reality, Ofenbach's 
*“*Orphee aux Enfers,” the first of his works, 
was the deathblow to Hervé’s popularity, and 
afterwards Lecocq, with his “Les Cent 
Vierges,“ La Fille de Mme. Angot,” “ Girofie- 
Girofia,” Le Petit Duc,” “La Camargo,” and 
other works, helped to dim the lustre of Hervé’s, 
success, though he was a better musician than 
either of the other two. Hervé's fame was local 
to Paris. Offenbach spread the reputation of 
opera bouffe allover the world, and thus it is 
that his name is the most closely identified 
with it. 

Offenbach was born at Cologne, June 21, 1819, 
and wasaJew. Had de been a German it is 
doubtful whether he would ever have located 
himself in Paris and made for himself a reputa- 
tion in a school of opera which has not a Ger- 
man /@haracteristico in it. Germany has no 
writers in this school. Von Suppe is often called 
the German Offenbach, though there are no 
points of similarity between the two. Suppe's 
operas more nearly resemble the opera comique. 
There is nothing of the bouffe flavor about 
them. For two years, Offenbach studied in the 
Paris Conservatory, and in i187 was 
appointed leader of the band, as Bar-

THE LEAGUE MEETING, 
Special Dispatch to The Mica Tribune, 

Rocresrer, N. F., Oct. 6—If the two frst 
days of the special meeting of the Leagge at 
Rochester were uneventful, to-day's session 
was an especially interesting as well as an ex- 
citing one. At the gathering this morning, Mr. 
Kennett, the obstinate member from Cincinnati, 
wason hand with an all-important telegram 
from his Board of Directors. He said that he 
was authorized to adhere firmly to the position 
he had taken on Monday night in regard to the 
liquor and Sunday disagreement, but was willing 
to accept any compromise. 

Mr. Hulburt said that no further business 
could be transacted until Cincinnati gave a 
definit answer to this matter. If the club held 
off much longer it would forfeit its membership 
inthe League. The subject under discussion 
was now practically law, as seven delegates had 
pledged themselves to support it at the annual 
meeting in December. 

Mr. Kennett said he was willing to have the 
sale of liquor restricted to the bar under the 
grand stand, and he would give his word that 
the Directors would exert themsolves to do 
away with the custom as fast as the prejudice 
in its favor could be overcome. 

To this offer Mr. Hulbert replied that he failed 
to see how these delegates could accept any 
such amendment of the original articles, and 
did not think that they could stultify them- 
selves, having already given their vote for the 
firet agreement. 

A resolution was then submitted to the effect 
that the Cincinnati Club Vacated its membership 
in the League if its representative did not make 
a formal assentor negative to agreement 
prohibiting Sunday games and sale of liquors 
on League grounds. Seven delegates voted in 
favor of the resolution. 

Opportunity was then given Mr. Rennet to ob- 
tain a further and a final opinion from his di- 
rectors on the subject, and he retired after mak- 
ing a formal protest to the further proceedings 
of the meeting. 

The gathering then passed into a more than 
ordinary secret conclave.

MRS. FOGERTY’S MURDER TRIAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ELKHORN, Wis., Oct: 6.—The second trial of 
Mrs. Mack, for the murder of her husband had 
hardly conciuded at Jefferson tp the disagree- 
mentof the jury, before the trialof Mrs. Fo- 
gerty, alsoof Rock County, cOmmenced at this 
place fora similar offense. The cases are very 
much alike in many of their aspects. In the Mack 
tragedy there was the murdered busband, the 
hired man Dickerson with whom the guilty wife 
was on terms of improper intimacy, and the con- 
fession of Dickerson, upon which Mrs. Mack and 
bimseif were convic in the first trial of mur- 
der.

The trial excites much interest. and will proba- 
bly exbaust the entire time of the court during 
the present week. 


A MILWAUKEE SENSATION.

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 6.—This eity has undergone 
one of its most gigantic social and criminal! sen- 
sations to-day. It was nothing less than an at- 
tempt on the part of Mrs. Fannie Crocker to 
shoot her stepmother, Mrs. J. B. Smith. The 
husband of the latter died a few months ago, and 
left a large estate to be divided between his 
widow and two or three children. His offspring 
are all by his first wife. The family have occu- 
pied a high social position, owing to their 
wealth, but most of them have been regarded as 
somewhat unbalanced in mind. There has been 
a legal wrangle over the property since the 
death of Smith, and Mrs. Crocker has just 
been worsted. She has repeatedly threatened 
her stepmotiier’s life, but Mrs. Smith has 
not paid. much attention to the threats. 
This morning Mrs. Crocker called at the 
family residence, but was refused admission. 
An appointment was made, however, for a 
meeting at the law office of J. G. Flanders. Mrs. 
Smith had a police officer accompany her to the 
office. Mre. Crocker was there, and before 
many words had been passed she drew a revol- 
ver from her pocket and fired at her stepmother. 
The latter dodged behind a stove, and the officer 
arrested the would-be murderess before another 
shot could be fired. In her excitement she 
handled pistol very awkwardly, with both 
hands, and the bullet injured the left hand 
slightiy as it sped from the weapon. She will be 
examined by experts in mental disorders to- 
morrow, there be a general belief that she is 
dangerously insane. 


FOULLY MURDERED. * 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 6.—The following 
particulars of an outrage on the schooner Es- 
peranza by the natives of Soiomon Islands was 
reported to the Captain of the Queen, which re- 
cently arrived at Sydney, by the natives: The 
Espérangza had put into Collolanchangra, when a 
dispute arose between the Chef of that place 
and Capt. McIntosh.

Denver, Colo., Oct. 6—Advices from Del 


Norte state the following particufirs from a re- 


liable source relative to the killing of the son of 


the Indian Chief thirty miles east of Los Pinos 


Agency, Sept. 20: About 7:30 in the evening 
two Indians came whooping into the. freighters’ 
camp of J. H. Jackson, calling him and his four 
drivers vile names, and acting as though they 
intended to shoot. The Indian who is supposed 
to be killed fired one shot, when A. S. Jackson, a 


nephew of J. H. Jackson, fired at him. Next 


day the party were surrounded by Indians, who 
demanded the men who did the shooting the 


night before. Agent Berry, Mr. Meacham, and 


Cap t. Stelley then arrived with fifteen soldiers. 
arrested the freighters. and put them. under a 
guard of t wo soldiers and ten to fifteen Indians 


over nigkt. Previous tothe arrest J. H. Jack- 


son requested protection from a Major, name 
unknown, who had 200 soldiers under him, but 
the Major replied he was not there to protect 
Next morning the freighters were 
marched to Kline's Ranch, where the soldiers 


whites. 


disarmed them, even taking their pocket- 
knives, after which they were dismissed, 
the Agent and officers stating they were not in 
their jurisdiction. Thus these tive men were 
left defenseless in the Indian country, denied 
protection by the Government officers, who had 
ample force, and knew the men had acted in 
self-defense, excepting Col. Beaumont, who, at 
the risk of ceasur@)by his superior officers, sent 
a sufficient force to escort them toward Saguach. 

On arrival at Kline's Ranch Agent Berry told 
Jackson to obey Capt. Kline's instructions and 
they would be unharmed. Kiine attempted to 
get them to proceed towards their destination, 
which would have resulted in the death of young 
Jackson, who did the shooting. He gave himseif 
up to Messrs. Kline, Hayt, Holmes, and one In- 
dian to be taken to Gunnison City for trial. 
These men took Jackson without ard, and 
started toward Gunnison City, and proceeaed 
three miles, when they reported that the In- 
dians overpowered them and took the prisoner; 
but it is asserted by a man who overheard their 
conversation that Kline, Hayt, and Holmes in- 
tended giving Jackson up to the Indians when 
they left Kline Ranch. The freighters begged 
che military, officers forarms to protect them- 
seives, but were refused. 

Steps are now being taken north of here to 
avenge Jackson's death as soon as it is definitly 
ascertained.

FREE BREAKFAST ASSOCIATION. 
At the noonday prayer-meeting of the Y. M. 
C. A. in Farwell Hall yesterday, Mr. Thomas M. 
Smithson, of Dublin, Ireland, delivered a very 
interesti but entirely too brief address upon 
the Free Breakfast Association which he founded 
in Dublin. He said neither he nor any other 
member of tie Association had ever asked a 
cent of contribution to aid the work, but 
that. now the income is amply sufficient to 
supply breakfast to 1.750 persons. Since Jan. 1. 
) breakfasts have been given, which is a 
good showing for an institution not yet a year 
eid. The food given is a large sandwich, over a 
ound in weight, made of bread and 
hicago beef, 4 cup of hot tea is 
ven with this. The expense is out £17 
or each breakfast to 1,750 persons, and this is 
contributed from all parts of the country. 
Those attending were mostly Roman Catholics, 
many of whom had been converted while at- 
rea gm „by having the Scriptures read to them, 
being tau ht the way to salvation. Many 
— 49 had to made, but it was noticeable 
that before long ay fy to join in the devo- 
tions suceecding t breakfast. After this 
there was not much trouble with them.

What the English Are Saying 
. About it. 


How Cheap Can American Wheat 
Be Delivered in Europe? 


Londen Pall Mall. Gasette, Sept. . 

No matter of such grave importance to this 
country as the price at which wheat can be 
grown in America haus been discussed for many 
1 much to assert that, if the 
ce wheat-growing which are being 
claimed on behalf of the United States and Can- 
ada are really as.gréat as has been alleged, the 
price of land in Great Britain will at once begin 
to fall; indeed, it is no secrét that—as if in an- 
ticipation of what will be done—the rents of 
farms now coming irito the market are nearly 
all being fixed at a reduced rate in comparison 
with former figures. And intelligent farmers 
who are studying the signs of the times with 
anxiety are of opinion that within the next two 
years a reduction of 15 pér cent will be estab- 
lished throughout Great Britain: while if by 
any chance the harvest of 1881 should be greatly 
below an average, rent reductions will be still 
more pronounced.

If these figures areat all 
trustworthy it would bean utter impossibility 
ferthe English farmer to compete wun them, 
asthe average cost of producing a quarter of 
wheat in this country isfar above that sum, 

It would serve no purpose in this exposition to 
enter minutely into the figures which are set 
down regarding the different processes of cult- 
ure; the main point at issue as between Messrs. 

eadand Pelland Mr.Goodwin Murray being 
the number of bushels r acre which can be 
produced on American wheat-fields. The Com- 
missioners found the price stated by them on 
the average yield, which is usually calculated at 
twelve bushels; but Mr. Murray assumes that 
twenty bushels is tho . ure, and he 
makes up bis sale price from that rate of pro- 
duction. It is easy to see that t an acre of 
grouni yields twenty bushels of wheat instead 
of tweive, it wiil admit ot a great difference of 
price, because both the labor account and the 
rental is much the same either way. It is of lit- 
tie use taking into account the theories even of 
experts, because the great fact remains that the 
Americans are actually doing what it has been 
and is now bei said they are quite unable to 
do—they are sciling in our market at similar 
figures to our own, and there are not wanting 
those who say they will hold their ground, no 
matter what prices may be. It seems probable 
that with care in culture the average rate per 
acre of wheat production in America will in the 
course of @ year or two be greatly aug- 
mented. It is not what has been done 
in the past nor what is being accomplished 
at the present moment that is so startling; it is 
what may be done by America in the future that 
should give us concern. It is certain thatthe 
Americans keep a keen eye on our markets, and 
the quick transit for produce enables them to 
supply all our food wants with the greatest ra- 
pidity. It is, we believe, on record that a cargo 
of produce from the United States has been re- 
ceived at Liverpool within ten days of the order 
being telegraphed from that port. In the United 
States, and in Canada as well, there is an almost 
boundless acreage of land which can be at once 
utilized either in the growing of grain or the 

of cattle. In Oregon alone it would be 
possibie to grow three times more wheat within 
a coupie of years from this date than could be 
consumed by Great Britain and Ireland. At the 
resent time, according to the New York Tribune, 
here is in the United States a surplus of nearly 
20,000,000 busheis of wheat awaiting a market!

OBITUARY. 

MR. ROBERT R. WALKER, 
Financial Agent of the Massachusetts Mutual 
Insurance Company, was taken ill with typho- 
maiarial fever ten days ago, and on Tuesday 
began to sink rapidly, dying at midnight, in the 
Sth year of his age. Mr. Walker was a native 
of Lowell, Mass. At the outbreak of the Rebel!- 
jon he was appointed to the army, rising to the 
rank of Colonel in the Paymaster Department 
before its close. In 1867 he came to Chic . 
where his indetatigabie energy and sound jude. 
ment soon made him widely and favorably 
known. Before the fire he was in the banking 
business, but immediately thereafter embarked 
in the real estate business with Mr. John Bald- 
win.

The Board of South Park Commissioners held 
a regular meeting yesterday afternoon in their 
rooms on Fifth avenue, at which were present 
Mr. John R. Walsh, President, in the chair, and 
Commissioners Cornell. Price, Russell, and Sher- 
man. 

Mr. Wirt Dexter and N. K. Fairbank were also 
present, and. after routine business had been 
disposed of by the Board, Mr. Dexter said that 
he had attended the meeting to ask the Board to 
take some action towards mending Michigan 
avenue. Now that the Supreme Court had given 
the Board complete jurisdiction over the street, 
the people interested wanted them to put it ina 
comfortable condition, and piace a force there 
to keep it in order. If it was necessary he could

The Chair said there was no doubt the Board 
would now have to keep the street in order. 

Mr. Dexter said that just west of the park re- 
treat there was a piece of road which was in 
anything but condinon. Another th 
the Board would soon have to look after woul 
be the crossings of the avenue, which, as soon 
as the wet weather began, would be covered with 
mud brought by teams traveling on the cross- 
roads. He believed the Board would have to 
keep these crossings in order. 

Mr. Faif*bank said that he had called in to see 
whether the Board intended to take any action 
upon the resolution they passed some time ago 
tu have the roadway on each side of Michigan 
avenue, for a depth of eight feet, laid with 

BELGIAN PAVEMENT. 

He said that the residents of the street were 
dead opposed to that pavement, as they could 
see no advantage to come of it.

Referring to the Supreme 
Court decision, he said that it went further than 
was really required for the decision of the case, 
and heid that the only parties who could com- 
plain on account of any change in the use of the 
street would be those who had private interests 
thereon which were injured or damaged by such 
change; and as it appeared that no complaints 
of that kind were or could be made, owing to 
the nature of the improvement and regulations 
contemplated, it seemed clear to him that the 
power of keeping off traffic teams, the right of 
such teams being public and under the power of 
the Legislature 10 regulate, was unquestioned. 

Mr. Dexter stated that he had examined the 
decision referred to, and agreed thoroughly with 
Mr. Bonfieid’s reading of it.

SHE CAPTURES A BURGLAR. 

For some time past the residents on Fulton 
street in the vicinity of Elizabeth have been 
subjected to the visitations of burglars who on 
more than one occasion have succeeded in mak- 
ing very respectabic hauis from the houses they 
invaded. A month or two ago the residence of 
Mr. Barton was entered at night by burglars, 
who stole quite a considerable amount of prop- 
erty. More recently still the cottage occupied 
by Miss Morris, a lady who keeps school . 
316 Fulton, was ransacked by thieves who t 
away safely with their piunder. The police 
were informed but no arrests or recoveries of 
property were made,and the neighbors saw 
clearly, at least one of them did, that they 
would have to protect themseives from further 
spoliation. 

At about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon while
